President Announces In an effort to repair some of the damage caused by the 
Intention To Continue inability of Congress to enact a Housing Bill (See this 
College Housing Loans Bulletin, Vol. VII, No. 30), President Eisenhower announ- 


ced on August 27 several immediate executive actions, and 
his intention to ask for Congressional action on additional proposals early in the next 
Congress. The immediate actions affect urban renewal capital grant contracts, public 
facility loans, and the program of the Federal National Mortgage Association. His state- 
ment concerning the College Housing Loan Program follows: 

"While continuing the college housing program insofar as the receiving and process- 
ing of applications is concerned, the Housing and Home Finance Agency will be unable to 
make commitments at this time in the absence of a congressional authorization of funds. 

"I shall ask the forthcoming 86th Congress to remedy the lack of legislation in the 
housing field. Specific recommendations will be made to the Congress in the annual 
' budget message to provide for needed authorizations for urban renewal, for college 
4 housing loans, for an increase in the mortgage insurance authority to meet developing 

requirements, and for such other provisions as may then be needed to carry out our nation- 
al housing policies." 

It is understood that the Housing and Home Finance Agency, with the approval of the 
Bureau of the Budget, will continue to accept applications for college housing loans 
during the next few months, and will take all the necessary steps as rapidly as possible 
to arrive at a final decision of approval or disapproval. When the application is 
approved, the institution will be notified of this fact and given a contingent reserva- 
tion of funds. 

In January it is planned that Congress will be asked to authorize $200 million for 
college housing loans in the current fiscal year. This will be a separate request from 
the Administration's recommendation concerning funds for the fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1959. Congressional approval of such a special authorization early in the spring 
would mean that contingent reservations issued between now and that time could be 
immediately confirmed. In other words, an effort will be made to keep the College 
Housing Loan Program, as constituted in existing legislation, operating during the year 
ending June 30, 1959 at a $200 million level. The Community Facilities Administration 
will continue at its present size the staff handling the College Housing Loan Program, 


in the expectation that the volume of applications will not diminish during the next 
six months. 


Grants Continued For The legislation to continue the Federal program of match- 
Research Facilities ing grants to medical and dental schools, awarded by the 
Surgeon General of the Public Health Service in consulta- 
tion with the National Advisory Council on Health Research Facilities (See this Bulletin, 
Vol. VII, No. 10), has passed both Houses of Congress and is ready for the President's 
signature. The earlier bills, S. 1917, and H. R. 6874 and H. R. 6875, which would have 
modified the purpose of the program, were superseded by H. R. 12876 which extends the 
present program, without change, for another three years. Funds are authorized at the 
rate of $30 million a year. This bill was reported from the House Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce on July 30, and passed the House of August 5. It was re- 
ported from the Senate Committee on Labor and Public Welfare on August 8. It passed 
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the Senate, without amendment, on August 18, and amends Title VII of the Public 
Health Service Act. 


No Action Taken The Depository Library Act of 198, H. R. 13140, which 

On Library Bill passed the House on July 21 and was sent to the Rules and 
Administration Committee of the Senate (See this Bulletin, 

Vol. VII, No. 25), failed to reach the floor of the Senate before Congress adjourn- 

ed on August 2), It is hoped that a similar measure will be introduced and acted 

upon early in the 86th Congress. 


Fellowship Program The appointment of Dr. Hugh Taylor, dean emeritus of 
Has New Leadership Princeton University's Graduate School, as first president 


of the year-old Woodrow Wilson National Fellowship Founda- 
tion has been announced. The Foundation's main objective is to recruit outstanding 
students for careers as college teachers. ; 

Sir Hugh Taylor, one of the country's distinguished chemists, who this summer 
completed 44 years of continuous service on the Princeton faculty,became dean of 
the Graduate School in 1945. Immediately after World War II, he supported 
Professor Whitney J. Oates, chairman of Princeton's Department of Classics, in his 
plans for Princeton's pioneering Woodrow Wilson Fellowship Program. 

The appointment of Dr. Hans Rosenhaupt as national director of the Fellowship 
Foundation was also announced. In accepting his new post Dr. Rosenhaupt relingquish- 
ed his recent appointment as assistant provost of Columbia University. Dr. 
Rosenhaupt, a member of the Modern Language Association and of the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors, had been associated with the Wilson Program during 
the past year as chairman of the committee administering the program in New York, 
Connecticut, and Rhode Island. 

In 1957, after the Wilson Fellowships had been jointly underwritten for five 
years by 37 American universities and by grants from the Carnegie Corporation and 
General Education Board, the present program was brought into being with a grant of 
$24,500,000 from the Ford Foundation for a five-year period. 

In its first year of operation the Foundation granted fellowships to almost 
1,000 United States and Canadian students who will enter graduate schools this 
fall. One of the distinctive features of this recruitment program is that any 
college faculty member may nominate any eligible student. The Wilson Foundation's 
new headquarters at 32 Nassau Street, Princeton, New Jersey, were opened on 
August 1, 198. 


1,000 Foreign Study Applications for 1,000 scholarships for study in any of 
Scholarships Offered 43 foreign countries will be accepted until November l, 


according to the Institute of International Education, 
1 E. 67th St., New York City. Recipients of the awards under the Fulbright Act for 
study in Europe, Latin America, and the Asia-Pacific area will receive tuition, 
maintenance, and travel to and from the country of their choice. 

Eligibility requirements are U.S. citizenship, a Bachelor's degree or its 
equivalent before departure, language ability sufficient to carry on the proposed 
study, and good health. A demonstrated capacity for independent work is also 
necessary. Preference is given to applicants under 35 years of age. 
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
